WILMINGTON - A number 
of warrant articles read dur- 
ing the Finance 
Committee/Planning board 
joint public hearing last week 
engendered discussion, 
including changes to town 
bylaws and the Town Charter. 
Among the most impactful for 
residents include the poten- 
tial for an increase in the 
meals tax, a proposed curfew 
in public parks, regulations 


on secondhand shops and 
pawnbrokers, elimination of 
the residency requirement for 
a new town manager, and a 
fencing bylaw. 

Article 19, brought forward 
by the Board of Selectmen, 
proposes the town take advan- 
tage of a local option tax 
passed by the state legisla- 
ture in 2009. Not all selectmen 
are in favor of the measure. 
Revenue estimates to the

Relay for Life: a message of hope 


Mother of two uses American Cancer Society event to celebrate 


WILMINGTON - Cathy Cook 
was only 27 when her ordeal 
began. As a young newlywed, 
she battled a rare form of 
ovarian cancer and then 
learned she most likely would 
not be able to have children. 
It is a happy ending story 
though, and on June 17, she 
joins an expected 700 other 
participants to celebrate at 
Wilmington’s annual 
American Cancer Society 
Relay for Life. 

Her battle started in April of 
2003 when a routine doctor 
exam revealed an abnormali- 
ty. Cook was then referred to 
a gynecologist 

“After my visit with the doc- 
tor, he scheduled blood work 
and MRI to see what was 
wrong,” Cook explains. From 
this, she would learn that she 
had a 7mm cyst on her left 


ovary and a large tumor on 
the right ovary. “It was the 
size of a baseball. My blood 
work, however, was normal so 
the chance of the tumor being 
cancerous was less than 1%.” 
Because of its size, surgery 
was scheduled to remove the 
tumor and the ovary. 
Fortunately, the surgery 
was a success. The doctors 
felt confident that the tumor 
was not cancerous, but it did 
need to be _ tested. 
Unfortunately, the pathology 
test revealed a rare form of 
ovarian cancer. On Junel?2, 
2003, Cook was told the bad 
news. She later met with an 
oncologist who explained she 
had ovarian lymphoma and 
that there are only about 100 
documented cases worldwide. 
Chemo treatments followed, 
and that fall, Cook learned 


more. “I was also told that I 
probably could not have chil- 


dren due to the chemo and — 


losing an ovary.” She was 
quite upset. 

The emotional rollercoaster 
continued with her follow up 
appointments. At first, every- 
thing was fine. Then in June 
2004, + +preliminary _ tests 
showed there was something 
wrong with her left ovary 
again. Several weeks later, 
she would learn what was 
actually happening. Against 


great odds, she was pregnant. _ 


On March 17, 2005, she deliv- 
ered her first miracle baby, 
and on March 4, 2007, she 
delivered her second child. 
She has two daughters. They 
join her at the annual Relay 
for Life celebration.

Wilmington election coverage 2011 


This year, with four candidates seeking two open seats for Board of Selectmen, and five candidates seeking two seats on the 
School Committee, the Crier has changed its typical format for election coverage. Each week candidates will be asked a ques- 
tion or two about current issues and campaign topics and their responses will be printed in their own words. This way, residents 
will see a side-by-side approach to the top issues of the campaigns and be able to make informed decisions on election day. 

Perhaps one of the biggest issues this year, touching both races, and potentially every taxpayer in town, is the matter of a new, 
or renovated, high school. Last year Town Meeting approved more than a million dollars to fund a feasibility study to determine 
whether Wilmington should pursue a new high school, a renovation, an addition, or do nothing. Coupled with the challenging 
fiscal environment around the state and across the country, the project could demand significant costs. The Crier asked each 
candidate to tell us where he or she stands on the project today. Responses ranged from full support to lukewarm support, and 
further controversy arises around whether or not to raze the current high school or use it in another capacity. 

The candidates comments are their own and do not represent the views of this newspaper. The order in which candidate 
answers appear was chosen at random and will change each week. 


Board of Selectmen race

WILMINGTON - Candidates 
for the Board of Selectmen 
race this year include incum- 
bent Raymond Lepore, 
incumbent Michael McCoy, 
challenger Judy O’Connell, 
and challenger Mark Nelson. 

Do you see enough issues 
with the current high school 
facility to warrant either the 
renovation or the building of 
a new high school? What con- 
cerns do you have and how do 
they inform your opinion on 
the project? 


Judy O'Connell 
“Yes, absolutely! While the 
current high school facility 


has served the Town well, 
demands of 2ist century 
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learning, along with changes 
in the requirements of the 
state, clearly warrant either 
the renovation of the existing 
facility or a new high school. 
The issues with the current 
facility include an undersized 
library, auditorium and class- 
rooms that are all inadequate 
in quality and size to proper- 
ly support the various pro- 
grams currently being 
offered at the high school. 
For example, with more than 
700 students district wide 
involved in music programs, 
and many more students 
involved in various perform- 
ing arts, the auditorium 
needs to be a focal point of 
the high school. The existing 
high school auditorium is 
over 40% smaller than state 
standards require. In addi- 
tion, there are substandard 
Special Education  class- 
rooms, a lack of space for a 
language lab and inadequate 
and obsolete science labs. 
Finally, the number of class- 
rooms are insufficient, leav- 
ing some teachers without 
their own classrooms.” 

“The questions I have rela- 
tive to this topic are (1) What 
are the costs relative to a

School Committee race 


In 2011 the Wilmington 
School Committee has a five- 
way race for just two open 
seats, and only one incum- 
bent running. At least one 
candidate has gone on record 
against a new high school, 
another is out in front sup- 
porting a new high school, 
and others are more circum- 
spect. Since this issue is so 
central to the campaign, the 
Crier felt it warranted atten- 
tion right at the beginning to 
start drawing distinctions 
between the candidates. 

This year’s race includes 
incumbent Dr. Leslee Quick, 
candidate Michael Bodnar, 
candidate Virginia Bonish, 
candidate Manny Mulas, and 
candidate Karl Sagal. 

Do you see enough issues 
with the current high school 
facility to warrant either the 
renovation of the existing 
high school or the building of 
a new Wilmington high 
school? Please describe those 
issues of concern and explain 
how they inform your opinion 
on the project. 


Manny Mulas: 

“Yes, I do see many issues 
that warrant the building of a 
new High School. WHS was 


built over 60 years ago and 
according to the final self- 
standards report, the building 
has structure flaws that 
impede the delivery of some 
educational programs. Some 
examples of this would be 
inadequate laboratories in 
the science department with 
limited space, limited work 
and preparatory space for 
teachers, an overall lack of 
storage space and insufficient 
technology to meet the needs 
of the staff and student popu- 
lation.” 

“Of the High School staff 
that was interviewed for this 
report, only 34 % stated that 
the school physical plant is 
conducive to education. 
There are also HVAC, electri- 
cal and plumbing concerns. 
These are only a few of the 
many issues and concerns 
that are addressed in this 
study. I believe that it is in 
the best interest of the town 
to build a new high school 
that will provide the students 
of Wilmington a state of the 
art facility with high tech 
classrooms, and give the 
teachers an opportunity to 
deliver and implement the 
programs that are required

Doomed ship artifact stored in 
Wilmington for 73 years

That’s my lifeboat!” said 
Capt. Woodrow Wilson. “I 
spent ten days in that thing!” 
He was pointing at a picture 
of sailors on the deck of the 
SS Coloradan, pulling on a 
line. In the background was a 
lifeboat. 

The last time Capt. Wilson 
saw the Coloradan, he was in 
that lifeboat. It was Oct. 9, 
1942, exactly 10 months after 
Pearl Harbor. The freighter 
was torpedoed and sunk in 
the South Atlantic Ocean, 200 
miles off the coast of South 
Africa. 

Last week, Capt. Wilson, 
now 98, was able to put his 
hands on the only remaining 
relic from that ship, a wooden 
sign bearing its former name, 
the Willboro. The sign and a 
few photos of the ship had 
been in Wilmington for 73 


years. 

Wilson was shipmates with 
Capt. Larz Neilson of 
Wilmington, who later found- 
ed the Town Crier. In 1937, 
Neilson was second mate on 
the Coloradan and Wilson 
was a crew member, an able- 
bodied seaman. They worked 
for the American-Hawaiian 

ip Co. 

In 1942, Woody was still on 
the Coloradan. He had 
become chief mate, the sec- 
ond in command. Larz had 
become captain of the SS 
Daniel Boone, a Liberty Ship. 

The Coloradan was on a 
voyage from Iran to New 
York City with a ton of gold 
and 2,500 tons of manganese 
ore, to be used in steel pro- 
duction. It had sailed out of 
the Persian Gulf, through the 


Indian Ocean, and had 
passed Cape of Good Hope, 
the southwestern tip of 
Africa. 

The crew consisted of 42 
merchant mariners plus 12 
Naval Armed Guards. The 
captain was Robert H. 
Murphy, who had been cap- 
tain of the SS Texan, which 
had been torpedoed and sunk 
40 miles east of Cuba on 
March 11, 1942. 

In the South Atlantic, a 
German. submarine “wolf 
pack” was sinking Allied 
shipping. It didn’t matter that 
the Coloradan was an 
unarmed civilian merchant 
ship. It was war 
materials for the U.S. 

American shipping losses in 
World War II were stagger- 
ing. Over 1,000 ships were 
sunk. These were cataloged 
in a book, “A Careless Word, 
A Needless Sinking” by Capt. 
Arthur Moore. Capt. Moore 
gathered extensive informa- 
tion, some of it from German 
submarine records. 

The Coloradan was torpe- 
doed by the German subma- 
rine U-159 at 9:55 on Oct. 9, 
1942. The torpedo struck 
between the #5 and #6 holds. 
The engines were shut down 
immediately and the ship 
flooded instantly. The radio 
was destroyed in the explo- 
sion, so no distress calls were 
sent. The ship sank in four 
minutes. Six men in the aft - 
quarters went down with the 
ship. 

The survivors abandoned 
the ship on four life rafts and 
two lifeboats. They later 
divided the men among the

renovation of the existing 
building versus the cost asso- 
ciated with a new facility?

Therefore, I 
will support a responsible 
solution that will meet the 
very important educational 
needs of our students.” 


Mark Nelson 


“Iam scheduled to take a 
tour of the High School 
tomorrow with 
Superintendent. Ms. Benton 
and hope to have a solid han- 
dle on the building’s current 
condition. I attended WHS 
from 1969 to 1973, so I am 
familiar with the building to a 
certain degree. I have been 
very vocal over the last two 
years that I am opposed to 
building a ‘New High School’ 
at the current site. As I see it 
there are five _ possible 
options: 1..Renovate 2. Build 
New and demolish existing. 3. 
Build New Model School 
Program at the farm on 
Andover Street. 4. Renovate 
and add space via a new 
building on the old Swain 
School site. 5. Do nothing.”

The Internal Revenue Service 
and more and more states, too, 
are going after firms that mis- 
classify their workers as inde- 
pendent contractors when they 
are actually employees.

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being investigated by the 
DEP and I anticipate that a 
21E would be required on that 
parcel as well as the existing 
school parcel if an addition or 
New School were to occur 
there. I have stated before 
that I oppose the demolition 
of the current building for 
numerous reasons. And the 
monies spent to custom 
design a new school for that 
site do not seem very practi- 
cal to me and others I have 
talked with.

“The school definitely needs 
updating,” said Lepore, who 
is interested in waiting until 
the professionals working on 
the High School Building 
Committee and the 
Feasibility Study come out 
with options before choosing 
what he thinks is the best. “I 
want to be fair. I want to see 
exactly what we are going to 
get, that’s what we’re paying 
for. We’re paying just over a 
million dollars, and though 
some of that money will be 
reimbursed by the state back 
to us, we should see what we 
are paying for.” 

Lepore told the Crier that he 
wants to know “what the 
price tag warrants versus 
what an addition or renova- 
tion costs.” 

Costs associated with the 
demolition of the existing 
high school are paid by the 
town, as would the expenses 
associated with bringing a 
sewer line to the high school. 
Likely, says Lepore, a pump 
station would need to be 
installed as well. “The costs 
for these items really adds 
up, when you add in demoli- 
tion and sewer,” Lepore said. 
“I am looking at the whole 
package. Not just what we are 
getting and what it will add to 


_each person’s tax: bill. I am: 


hearing a lot of concern over 
taxes, from all ages, not just 
the elderly, but also singles 
and families. 

NOTE: as an update to an 
article that appeared in last 
week’s edition, Selectman 
Lepore did complete his 
online ethics training the day 
following his interview with 
the Crier. “When I was aware 
of it I did take care of it, the 
very next day,” Lepore said. 
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The sign didn’t sink with the ship

“I believe we need to do 
something; I am not in favor 
of doing nothing,” said 
McCoy. “I understand that 
times are tough and I am in 
favor of letting the people 
vote. Let the process take 
place. Give people a chance 
to voice their opinion. 
Residents that do not support 
the high school need that 
opportunity too.” 

“We need to know what are 
the different options and the 
costs that contribute to those 
options. Over the next 6 to 9 
months we will know what 
will contribute to those 
options. We know the econo- 
my is in rough shape, con- 
cerns on both sides. We need 
to look at it, let the profes- 
sionals do their study, and get 
back to the residents to let 
them make an informed deci- 
sion.” 

McCoy previously supported 
the construction of a new 
middle school, however, he 
was opposed to the building of 
a new library, and says that 
he can see both sides of the 
issue. 

“Though I know it is in its 
infancy, I did support the fea- 
sibility study so the process 
could begin as well as get the 
most points for reimburse- 
ment from the state. I want to 
see the costs, I want to see 
the proposals. Let the profes- 
sionals do their job, let us 
make an informed decision,” 
adding that the final results 
of the high school building 
committee will not come out 
for six to nine months. 

McCoy is also keenly aware 
of the hard economic times 
that are affecting residents of 
all ages. “I understand that 
times are tough. I want peo- 
ple to make the most 
informed decision that they 
can. This is the worst reces- 
sion since the great depres- 
sion. Let’s see hard numbers. 
Maybe we need to consider an 
addition to the current high 
school and see what that 


_might-cost. There are folks 


out there that are having a 
tough time, but might support 
an addition over footing the 
bill for a new high school. I 
know folks that have lost 
their homes, people living 
with their parents, people in

lifeboats, with 25 men in the 
#1 boat and with Wilson and 23 
in the #2 boat with Capt. 
Murphy. The boats became 
separated the next afternoon. 
On the following day, Oct. 11, 
the #2 boat was picked by a 
British ship and landed at 
Capetown, South Africa on 
Oct. 14. 

The men in the #1 boat were 
not so lucky. It was Oct. 19 
before they were rescued. 
They had come within sight of 
land and were sighted by a 
fishing boat, which towed 
them ashore near Capetown 
the next day. 

“We sat around our boat so 
long, when we started to get 
out of the boat, most of us fell 
down. Couldn’t walk, their 
legs had been cooped up there 
so long. Well I stayed in a 
native’s home one night. I 
couldn’t walk and it was get- 
ting late,” Capt. Wilson told a 
school group. “The next day, 
people from the British 
embassy took us to Capetown. 
There was a hospital down 
there down where the men 
first actually were able to 
walk. And that was another 10 
days there. When I got out of 
there I was ready to go home. 
But there was nothing, no air- 
planes, so I had to stay there 
for quite a bit longer. We 
weren’t allowed to write let- 
ters to tell people where you 
were, but I managed. Two or 
three others with us waited till 
another ship came along that 
we knew and it finally took us 
home.” 

Wilson was repatriated to 
the U.S. aboard another 
American-Hawaiian ship, the 

Fifteen other survivors went 
aboard a Dutch passenger 
ship, the MS Zaandam. That 
ship was torpedoed on Nov. 2, 
1942 off the coast of Brazil. Of 
299 men on board, 134 were 
killed. Six of the sailors from 
the Coloradan were lost in 
that sinking. Four of the 
Coloradan survivors were on 
a lifeboat picked up by the 
tanker SS Gulfstate on Nov. 7. 
Five others were among the 
58 survivors who reached 


Brazil in a lifeboat on Nov. 11. 

Woodrow Wilson returned to 
his hometown of Thomaston, 
Maine. About six months 
later, the draft board told him 
he’d better do something, so 
he went back to sea, again 
with American-Hawaiian. He 
became captain of a Liberty 
Ship, but he cannot recall the 


name. 

After the war, he worked for 
Esso, later Exxon, running a 
small tanker, _ servicing 
islands out of Rockland, 
Maine. He later served as cap- 
tain of the state-run Isleboro 
ferry. He now lives in a rest 
home in Cushing, Maine, 
where he is known as 
“Woody”. 

The Coloradan was built as 
the Eastern Admiral in 1920 in 
Osaka, Japan for the US. 
Shipping Administration. In 
1926, it was sold to Williams & 
Co. and renamed the 
Willboro. Williams then 
merged with American- 

When the ship became the 
Coloradan in 1937, somehow 
Larz ended up with the 
Willboro plate sign. He took it 
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home and hung it on the wall 
in his father’s garage. 
Eventually it was removed to 
the Town Crier office and it 
was there during the 1988 fire 
that destroyed the office. But 
the sign survived, and was 
taken to Larz’s son Stu 
Neilson’s garage, where it sat 
for another 22 years. 

I, Larz F. Neilson, found 
Capt. Wilson after his picture 
appeared in the Rockland 
Courier Gazette for his 96th 
birthday. We had met in 1964 
when I attended a press con- 
vention on Rockport, Maine 
with my father, Capt. Larz. 

In the past couple of years, I 
have visited Woody several 
times. I recently took him a 
video of his old shipmate 
being interviewed by David 
Boeri in 1991 for the Ten 
O’Clock News on Channel 2. 
He has also enjoyed some old 


nautical books that belonged 


to Larz. 

Capt. Wilson was named for 
President Woodrow Wilson: 
He was born in 1912, during 
Wilson’s first campaign for 
the Oval Office.

Farmers Market 


To the Editor: 

The Wilmington Farmers 
Market Association is a vol- 
unteer run, local nonprofit 
organization. As such we 
depend on the support of 
community members. We

as technological and educa- 
tional requirements change.

“I do see enough issues with 
the current high school facili- 
ty to warrant either the reno- 
vation of the existing facility 
or the building of a brand new 
school.

significant changes in educa- 
tional programming and tech- 
nology.” 

“Some deficiencies I see at 
the current high school are 
related to size being below 
the standards of the MSBA 
(Massachusetts School 
Building Authority). For 
example, the average size 
classroom at Wilmington 
High is well below the MSBA 
standard. The building itself 
is smaller than the MSBA 
standard for our enrollment 
{both current and projected). 
The science labs are well 
below the standard size and 
this creates not only a size 
issue, but also a safety issue 
as well because of the nature 
of scientific experiments. 
The high school auditorium is 
over 40% smaller than the 
state standard. The space for 
the ever-popular school 
orchestra is so limited that 
they can’t even practice 
together as a unit in one 
¢lassroom. The number of 
tlassrooms is_ insufficient; 
some teachers have to travel 
from classroom to classroom 
to teach their classes. The 


space for Special Education 
is very limited. And the com- 
puter room and library are 
both substandard in size and 

i These are all exam- 
ples of the limitations of our 
current high school. I can 
only touch on the electrical 
system, ventilation system, 
physical structure, and tech- 
nology infrastructure by say- 
ing that I believe they have 
been found to be substandard 
as well.” 

“There is a feasibility study 
currently underway which 
will result in some recom- 
mendations for action regard- 
ing the high school. These 
recommendations will be pre- 
sented to the general public 
for consideration and discus- 
sion by a series of public 
forums starting in April and 
running through June. These 
are forums that people should 
attend if they are interested 
in hearing the facts!” 

“I believe the feasibility 
study will result in the recom- 
mendation of the best plan of 
action. If I am elected, I will 
take the time to read and 
understand the results of the 
study, and will make the most 
fiscally responsible decision 
when the time comes.”

“As a parent of school age 
children, I am definitely in 
favor of Wilmington having a 
functioning, working High 
School. It should support the 
curriculum, be comfortable 
and more than just adequate 
for the educational process, 
but should enhance it.” 

“I am leaning toward a new 
school that incorporates the 
existing gymnasium, because 
the current funding scheme 
from the State would support 
a new, but smaller one. I am 
not yet committed to a specif- 
ic plan because there are still 
too many variables yet to be 
defined. I am concerned 
about over-reach, in that Iam 
also a taxpayer, and while I 
know that investment in the 
education of our children and 
investment in the permanent 
infrastructure of our town are 
very important and worthy 
goals, wasting money and 

money for the sake 


~ of it are not.” 


“Considering the scope of 
the actual building project 
under consideration, I feel it 
not only will result in a valu- 
able asset to the people of the 
town in the form of a struc- 
ture, but also will boost home- 
owner's property values. 
Beyond all that, and very 
important unto itself, this 
building project will provide 
many jobs, and if we do go 
forward, I feel that steps 
should be in place to assure 
first consideration to 
Wilmington craftsmen. A 
project like this will bring 
welcome work to scores of 
tradesmen, from masons to 
roofers, carpenters, plumbers 
and many more. I believe 
that all the jobs possible that 
are created by this endeavor 
should be first offered to 
those in Wilmington who need 
the work, and that may be an 
additional benefit to the local 
economy and employment 
rate in town.” 

“I believe that we should 
consider this project well, as 


‘the result will be the High 


School we may build and live 
with for the next fifty years. 
Beyond that, we need to:act 
when the State will support 
the project to the fullest and 
provide the maximum reim- 
bursement, so that the town 
need not bear the complete 
burden of this project.” 


Michael Bodnar: 

“]’m still adamant about not 
needing a new high school. As 
far as issues concerning reno- 
vation, I attended a meeting 
last Wednesday night. A 
bunch of options were pre- 
sented to the permanent 
building committee and it 
seems to me that they have 
already made up their mind 
and are leaning toward 
options 2A and 2B. That 
means a total tear down of 
the existing building.” 

“Option 2B keeps the gym- 
nasium, which was built in 
1986, making it relatively new. 
Someone asked at that same 
meeting last Wednesday night 
if there are any structural 
problems with the current 
high school. The building is 
structurally sound and it 
seems kind of strange to take 
a sound building down.” 

“My belief would be to alter 
the present high school. 
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Present classroom sizes 
range from 500-850 sq feet. 
New standards say they 
should be 850 to 950 square 
feet. It would be a simple 
matter to rearrange walls to 
remove some classrooms 
while enlarging others. 
Talking to kids that go to 
WHS, they say the floors are 
peeling; the lighting in the 
corridors is poor. So we can 
update the lighting and the 
floor tiles for less money. Yes, 
it would be a feather in our 
hat, if money were free, to 
build a new high school if we 
weren’t in the economic situ- 
ation that the town and state 
are in.” 

“The student population is, 
believe it or not, going down. 
A total teardown of the pre- 
sent high school is absurd. 
Homeowners don’t tear down 
houses if they are fifty years 
old. While the building of a 
new high school will con- 
tribute to our economy by 
providing jobs, it will also 
contribute to our tax bills.” 
Leslee Quick 

“Yes, there is a definite need 
for the construction of a new 
high school rather than 
another renovation to a sub- 
standard building. While the 
maintenance and building 
staff in Wilmington have 
taken great pains to ensure 
that our buildings are as safe 
as possible for our children, 
there are well-documented 
and numerous areas in need 
of major renovations, both 
structurally and integrally. 
Some of the structural needs 
include: disposal of ~haz- 
ardous material throughout 
the school; new heating sys- 
tem, ventilation and electri- 
cal upgrades; new roof in 
most areas; handicap accessi- 
bility upgrades; new fire- 
rated doors; and extensive 
exterior wall repairs.” 

“Other changes are less 
structural in nature but are, 
nonetheless, necessary to 
enable proper education and 
activities within the school 
including; a complete tech- 
nology infrastructure over- 
haul and the necessary 
increase in space to enable 
current programs to run; 
right now we have neither. 
Current space is up to 40% 
smaller than current stan- 
dards.” 

“Let’s not forget the impact 
on the students enrolled dur- 
ing the process. We continue 
to talk about the school struc- 
turally, but the affect these 
major renovations will have 
on the children, and their 
subsequent learning, will be 
enormous. If we renovate 
only, we also stand to lose up 
to $35 million in tax dollars as 
the experts document that we 
will most likely be denied par- 
tial funding by the MSBA; 
renovating will render many 
of the rooms substandard.” 

“And lastly, let’s look at this 
as a property issue. By build- 
ing anew we will greatly 
increase the worth of 
Wilmington as a town and its 
individual properties. What 
‘drives’ a town are the quality 
of its schools.” 

“In conclusion, as a current 
School Committee member, I 
am not looking at this issue 
as one of, ‘I think the school 
would look prettier if it was 
new. No, I look at it as we 
have been given documented 
studies from experts and we 
have the backing of a most 
frugal town manager. We 
need an educational environ- 
ment that is not only safe, but 
fosters our children to thrive. 
With all the facts in front of 
you, it is clear that the best 
way to ensure safety and 
proper learning conditions is 
to build a new high school 
rather than performing yet 
another overhauling renova- 
tion of an old one.”

town from the tax are 
$300,000, and that does not 
include several new restau- 
rants such as Sonic, Golden 
Ginger, and Chili’s, according 
to Town Manager Michael 
Caira 


Since 2009, the Department 
of Revenue reports that 125 
cities and towns have adopted 
the meals tax raising more 
than $37.5 million. The tax 
adds three-quarters of one 
percent to the current tax of 
6.25 percent. That three-quar- 
ter of one percent is returned 
to the town. On a typical 
Dunkin Donuts cup of coffee, 
the tax would be about a 
penny. For every ten dollars 
spent on a meal, seven cents 
would be collected for the 
tax. On a $100 meal, the town 
would collect 75 cents. 

In an analysis of the seven 
towns that abut Wilmington, 
and the 15 towns that abut 
those, 14 of the 22 have adopt- 
ed the measure. Five of the 
seven directly abutting towns 
have adopted the measure, 
including Burlington, 
Reading, and Andover. 

“We recognize that a tax is a 
tax, but we see this as less 
burdensome than most,” said 
Caira, adding that residents 
from other towns will pay a 
portion of the tax when they 
eat in Wilmington, just as 
Wilmington residents dining 
in other towns contribute to 
those town’s revenues. 

Article 22, submitted. by 
Police Chief Michael Begonis, 
proposes a change in the 
town bylaws to institute a cur- 
few to keep “transient youth 
and individuals” out of town 
property at night. Officers 
often see such people in pub- 
lic places, occasionally van- 
dalizing or defacing public 
property, but by the time the 
officer can approach the sub- 
jects the implements of the 
vandalism have been hidden. 
Thus, law enforcement is lim- 
ited to suggesting the sub- 
jects leave the area. 

“We want to limit damage to 
public property, so we want to 
have hours of operation post- 
ed,” said the Chief. The wer- 
biage on existing signage dif- 
fers across town, typically 
saying, “Police Take Notice.” 


Canty 


Begonis quipped that there is 
little an officer can do after 
taking notice. This bylaw 
change would not require 
additional officers on the 
police department and would 
exempt kids playing on public 
courts when the town has the 
lights on. Games could also 
be organized at night through 
a permitting process so that 
legitimate use of public 
resources would not be 
restricted. 

Article 23 and 24, also sub- 
mitted by the Police Chief, 
propose a bylaw change and 
amendments to regulate sec- 
ond hand shop owners, junk 
dealers, and pawnbrokers. 

“With the bad economy, 
some businesses open with 
nefarious intent and move 
stolen property,” — said 
Begonis. The measure will 
license these shops, require 
them to keep records on those 
that come in wishing to sell 
items to the shop, and gives 
police the authority to go 
seek the shop’s books and ask 
questions. It only applies to 
businesses located in 
Wilmington and will affect 
existing businesses as well as 
new businesses if passed. 

Under state law, pawnbro- 
kers and other second hand 
shops are treated in a differ- 
ent part of the law, thus Town 
Counsel thought it best to 
present separate articles, 
though they are, essentially 
the same. 

Article 26 changes the resi- 
dency requirement for the 
Town Manager. Currently, the 
town charter requires that 
the Town Manager be a resi- 
dent. Initially proposed by 
resident George Lingenfelter, 
whose original submission 


appears in Article 27, the 


Board of Selectmen unani- 
mously supported reworking 
the initiative to ensure that 
the language of the proposal 
makes it through town meet- 
ing, the state legislature, and 
then back to town for appear- 
ance at the ballot box; all 
necessary to make a charter 


e. 

“This article enables the 
selectmen to cast a wider net, 
to have more choice,” said 
George Lingenfelter. “I 
appreciated that the Board of 


Selectmen brought it for- 
ward.” 

Should article 26 pass, arti- 
cle 27 could be withdrawn by 
Lingenfelter, because it would 
be extraneous. 

Speaking of her experience 
as a School Committee mem- 
ber in hiring a new 
Superintendent and a new 
Business Manager, resident 
Judy O’Connell stated that 
not having a_ residency 
requirement for those posi- 
tions allowed them to choose 
the “most capable, profes- 
sional candidate.” 

“I kindly ask that you con- 
sider this article very seri- 
ously in favor,” said 
O’Connell to Finance 
Committee members. 

Article 29, submitted by 
Lingenfelter, proposes new 
fencing bylaws. He explained 
to Finance Committee mem- 
bers that he drafted the arti- 
cle anticipating a review 
process, though none have 
occurred. The article would 
create guidelines for resi- 
dents wanting to build a 
fence. As Building Inspector 
Al Spaulding stated during 
the hearing, a permit is only 
required for a fence greater 
than six feet high. There are 
currently no guidelines or 
restrictions whatsoever for 
any fence under that height, 
including depth of posts, fac-: 
ing direction of fence, materi- 
als, or quality of construc- 
tion. 

“This is not to hurt, anyone 
who wants to build.a fence, 

. but to give standards,” said 
Lingenfelter. “We don’t want 
anything that would be a sore 
thumb and stand out.” 

Lingenfelter proposed the 
article after one of his neigh- 
bors erected a flimsy fence, 
which, in his opinion, detract- 
ed from his property value. 
This article would seek cer- 
tain aesthetic recommenda- 
tions, however, that would be 
hard to enforce according to 
Spaulding. 

“As it is now a neighbor can 
build an eyesore without 
recourse,” said Lingenfelter. 

Town Counsel did state that 
the article is in the proper 
form, although he ‘had not 
reviewed the bylaws for con- 
flicts.

Destination ImagiNation is 
an international non-profit 
organization that aims to 
teach kids creativity, prob- 
lem-solving, teamwork and 
leadership skills.

In 
addition to their challenge 
presentation, teams at the 
tournament must complete an 
Instant Challenge. Here, 
teams are given approximate- 
ly five to eight minutes to 
solve a challenge that they 
have never seen before.

In 
addition, Quincy Vale and 
George Stribley’s elementary 
improvisational team placed 
third, and Jane Williams-

Stars! team received the cov- 
eted DaVinci award for out- 
standing creativity. 

All of the Wilmington teams 
did amazingly well at tourna- 
ment, and everyone involved 
is so excited and proud of all 
of them.

Eagles’ defenseman finishes up solid career

‘ BOSTON -- The season 


may not have had a fairy 
tale ending for the St. 
John’s Prep Hockey team 
and senior defenseman 
Scott Derrickson, but they 
certainly did provide plenty 
of great stories along the 


way. 

Derrickson, a Wilmington 
native, and his St. John’s 
teammates, put on a 
remarkable run in the Super 
8 Tournament this season 
and despite coming up short 
in the Super 8 finals, losing 
a heartbreaking 4-3 decision 
to arch rival Malden 
Catholic, it was a season 
that Derrickson will look 
back on with pride. 

“We jut proved a lot of 
doubters wrong. We 
stepped up as a team and 
had a_ great year,” 
Derrickson said. “St. John’s 
Prep had never made the 
Super 8 finals before and I 
don’t think a lot of people 
expected us to make it this 


year.” 
Derrickson and his team- 
mates, however, fully 


expected to advance all the 
way to the championship 
game as they came very 
close’ to fulfilling their pre- 
season team goals. 

“We felt that this year with 
14 seniors that we would be 
a force to be reckoned 
with,” Derrickson said. 


“Our goals were to make the 


State playoffs, qualify for 
the Super 8, get a top three 
seed in the Super 8, win our 
bracket and then win the 
finals. We were just unable 
to get the last part done.” 
Derrickson and the Eagles 


certainly stepped up in their 
semi-final matchup with 
Weymouth with possibly 
their best game of the sea- 
son with a 5-1 win to set up 
their date with Malden 


Catholic in the finals. 
“We had been playing very 
well going into the 


Weymouth game so we were 
very confident going in,” 
Derrickson said. “We had 
seen Weymouth play so we 
knew what we wanted to do 
and knew if we played our 
best we could win. Our 
defense played well, our 
goalie was phenomenal and 
out top forward line was 
great.” 

That top forward line fea- 
tured Harvard bound Colin 
Blackwell, who scored three 
goals in the win over 
Weymouth, continuing what 
has been an impressive sea- 
son even for Derrickson to 
see from his spot on the blue 
line. 

“Colin was a great captain 
and he is the best player I 
have ever seen,” Derrickson 
said. 

Derrickson had a pretty 
impressive year of his own, 
scoring four goals from his 
defenseman spot, and also 
providing tremendous lead- 
ership as one of 14 seniors 
on the St. John’s squad. 

It was Derrickson and the 
other seniors, in fact, who 
keyed a turnaround to the 
season when the Eagles 
were struggling. 

“We were 5-41, and we 
knew we had to bring the 
team together,” Derrickson 
said. “We had a seniors 
meeting and we just decided 
right then not to let this sea- 
son slip away. We were 


determined right then to 
make it to the Super 8 and to 
go even further.” 

The team meeting certain- 
ly seemed to pay dividends, 
as the Eagles went 9-1 the 
rest of the season and 
clinched the No. 2 seed in 
the Super 8. 

The one loss for the Eagles 
during that stretch was to 
Malden Catholic, the team 
that handed them two of 
their five regular season 
losses, and of course also 
ended their season in the 


St. John’s led 3-1 with four 
minutes left in the second 
period, but Malden Catholic 
came storming back to tie 
the game with two goals 
before the end of the sec- 
ond, and then went on to 
win 4-3 in overtime. 

“We had played them a 
couple of times during the 
year, and it seems like they 
always play better with 
their backs up against the 
wall,” Derrickson - said. 
“Their transition game is so 
great that once they get it 
going they can score goals 
in bunches and that’s what 
they did in this game. I 
think every time we have 
played them they scored all 
of their goals in about a five 
minute stretch.” 

Losing to their arch rivals 
from the Catholic 


Conference made coming so’ 


close to the title but not win- 
ning even tougher to take 
for Derrickson and his 
teammates. 

“It was not fun having to 
watch them 
because we really felt like 
we could have won,” 
Derrickson said. “We knew

we were underdogs going in 
but we really felt like we 
had a legit shot. We were 
confident going in.” 

While the final game did 
not go as Derrickson had 
hoped, his four years at St. 
John’s Prep certainly did go 
just the way he was hoping. 
After playing youth hockey 
as a Mite in Wilmington, he 
played for Select hockey 
teams for most of his youth 
before moving on to high 
school and St. John’s Prep 
offered him both the chance 
to continue playing hockey 
at a highly competitive level 
as well as get a great acad- 
emic experience. 

“Hockey was a part of the 
reason I went to St. John’s 
Prep, but mostly it was for 
the academics,” Derrickson 
said. “Hockey was just a 
plus.” 

The commitment to educa- 
tion certainly seemed to pay 
off for Derrickson who has 
already been accepted at 
Villanova and Northeastern 
and is waiting to hear from 
Cornell and Dartmouth. 

And while he will likely not 
continue playing hockey at 
any of these national hockey 
powers in college, 
Derrickson is very happy 
with his career at St. John’s 
Prep and he knows he will 
be lacing up the skates in 
one manners or another. 

“I am definitely very 
happy with my time at St. 
John’s,” Derrickson said. 
“It hasn’t really sunk in that 
I won’t be able to play real 
competitive hockey any 
more, but I will definitely 
play at some level. I will 
definitely miss playing with 
my teammates.”

BOSTON — To goalie Pat 
Young, it may have seemed 
too good to be true. But 
Malden Catholic’s first ever 
Super 8 Hockey State 
Championship was nothing to 

be questioned. 

The No. 1 seeded Eagles 
faced off for the title at 
Boston’s TD Garden last 
Sunday night against St. 
John’s Prep, and came out on 
the victorious end of an excit- 
ing 43 overtime victory.

“Immediately, I threw all my 
stuff off and skated as fast as 
I could to center ice where 
the pile had already been 
started.” 

Undefeated in the Catholic 
Conference, the Eagles were 
used to winning, but this one 
was unlike any other. It was 
something Young and his 
teammates had wanted for a 


“I have been working to win’ 


this since I [started going to 
Malden Catholic],” he said. 
“My freshman year I was on 
the team, but I did not dress 
for the games and did not 
play. This whole season it 
was our goal to make it this 
far and win this title, like it is 
for every team. We as a team 
prepared countless hours for 
this game and it all paid off. 

“[Mike Vecchione and I] 
have been together on this 
team for the fourth year in a 
row now, just us two. This 
means more to me and him 
than anybody. He is one of 
the hardest working kids I 
have ever seen play the 
game,” Young added of his 
teammate who added a goal 
and an assist in the champi- 
onship victory. 

But the win didn’t come 
without nerves for Young and 
company. Tied at 3-3 at the 


end of regulation, the game 
headed into a 12-minute sud- 
den-death overtime period. 

“Going into overtime I 
thought that we had just built 
up some momentum, seeing 
as we just killed off a (5-on-3 
penalty kill) at the end of 
regulation,” he explained. 
“Obviously, as the goalie I 
didn't want to blow the game, 
but I had to learn to push the 
nerves away and play.” 

And he did just that, obvi- 
ously shutting out St. John’s 
in the final overtime period, 
just in time for Collier to put 
home the game winner. 

“The feeling after winning 
is something that I have 
never felt before,” Young 
added. 

But wins don’t always come 
easy. Young had to make 
countless nerve-racking 
saves to keep the Eagles’ 
chances alive. 

“One save that I remember 
the most was in the first peri- 
od right towards the end with 
about ten seconds left,” he 
described. “A kid came in and 
made a move towards the 
middle of the slot, [and] I 
made a toe save, and then 
two more saves coming back 
across. To my team that is 
important because letting a 
goal up in last minute can 
really put a damper on things 
[before] going into the 
break.” 

And looking out for his 
team was something Young 
often did, and preparing for 
and winning a Super 8 State 
Championship is something 
he’ll never forget. 

“Being the top seed, we 
knew that teams were going 
to come out and give us their 
all every single night,” he 
said. “That is exactly what 
we got. Day in and day out, 
teams would give it their 
everything. We knew going in 
that each game was going to 
be like that, [and] we just 
had to play our best game. To 
win not only the Super 8 
championship, but to go 
undefeated in the Catholic 
Conference, is something 
that our school has never 
done.”

For the second year in a 
row, former Wilmington 
High School basketball 
coach Jim Tildsley has led 
the Andover High Girls 
Basketball team to a 
Division 1 State 
Championship title with a 
61-51 victory over Amherst 
Regional held Saturday 
night at the DCU Center in 
Worcester. 

Tildsley, who still resides

You can 
be talented and we are tal- 
ented, but you do to be men- 
tally tough and these kids 
were just that so I’m really 
proud of them.”

BOSTON - When they were 
youngsters and strapped on 
the helmets for the first time, 
it was just something to do. 
As they grew older and started 
to play organized hockey, they 
formed friendships, learned 
about being a team and car- 
ried their equipment bags 
around their shoulders to 
nearly every rink across the 
state, with one notable excep- 
tion.

Petti’s game winning goal set 
the other 20 Tewksbury play- 
ers streaming jubilantly onto 
the ice. They joined Petti in 
the lower right hand corner of 
the rink, and from there hel- 
mets went flying, arms were 
raised, smiles, hugs and victo- 
ry laps went on for several 
long lasting savoring minutes 
as they savored the moment, 
all in front of an estimated 
8,000 fans, half of which were 
wearing Red and’ White colors 
and going frantic in the 
stands. 

“It’s like a dream come 
true,” Petti said. “I am still 
dreaming. I still can’t believe 
it.” 

After coming back from a 1-0 
deficit, Tewksbury tied the 
game up at 1-1 and the game 
remained that way throughout 
regulation. They then faced a 
12-minute sudden-death over- 
time period, but the Redmen 
didn’t wait long to end the 
drama. ; 

The game winning goal came 
after a faceoff to the right of 


Franklin goalie Bill Spillane. . 


Senior Frank. Mazzei picked 
up the puck behind the net and 
brought it around to the left 
side and attempted to tuck in a 
backhand shot. The puck 
trickled through the pads of 
Spillane, but didn’t make it 
across the goal line. With the 
puck lying in the crease, Petti 
charged the net and drove the 
puck home, lighting the red 
light and ensuring himself a 
spot in Tewksbury sports 
annals with of the top 
moments in~ Tewksbury 
Memorial High School Sports 
History. 

That marked the second 
game winning goal in row for 
Petti, who had also scored the 
game winner in the closing 
minutes of the Redmen’s sec- 
tional final win over Saugus 
the previous week. 

“Mark Petti again,” lauded 
head coach Derek Doherty. 
“He came up huge twice for 
us, with Saugus and now this 
game here. He plays with a lot 
of determination. -I thought he 
played a really good game 
today, personally.” 

For Coach Doherty, in his 
10th year at the helm of the 
Redmen, the win was a culmi- 
nation of a season’s long hard 
work and dedication, particu- 
larly in the days leading up to 
the championship game. 

“It’s been a lot of sleepless 
nights these past four or five 
nights, and I am just proud of 
these kids,” Doherty said. 
“They played hard. We played 
probably our worst first period 
of the tournament, but we 
came out and regrouped and I 
thought the kids played very, 
very well in the second and 
third period. Franklin was a 
great team and it made for a 
great state tournament 
(championship) game.” 

As Doherty acknowledged, it 
was not the type of first period 


the Redmen were hoping for 
as they came out flat and were 
not able to get any offense 
going, being out shot 12-6 in 
the period, and allowing a goal 
with just 1.8 seconds left in the 
first period on a bit of a fluke 
by the Panthers. 

Doherty felt that his team 
may have been a little awed by 
their surroundings in the 
opening frame, skating on the 
same ice as the NHL stars 
they see on TV. 

“T think it had a lot to do with 
it,” Doherty said. “You try to 
tell the kids not to get caught 
up in the excitement and the 
surrounding, but that is easier 
said than done. I mean; you 
are playing at the Boston 
Garden. The Bruins play here. 
I tried to tell them you can 
come and see a Bruins game 
whenever you want, but right 
now play hockey.” 

Despite their sub par play in 
the opening period, it looked 
like the teams were going to go 
to the locker rooms scoreless.

Stewing on and off for nearly 30 decades, the debate about 
whether to expand or eliminate the state’s bottle bill is starting 
to heat up again. 

On one side are environmentalists who want to include non- 
carbonated beverages like bottled water and sports drinks in 
the bill, while the faction of the retail community that has to 
deal with the implementation of the bottle bill would like to see 
the law scrapped. 

- Local legislators have different viewpoints on the bottle bill. 
State Rep. James Dwyer, who represents sections of Woburn, 
Reading and Stoneham, doesn’t want to infringe upon business- 
es, especially small outfits like package stores. 

~ “When it comes to the bottle bill as it is currently written, I 
cannot support it,” said Dwyer. “Here are my reasons why. 
After speaking with small business owners who offer recycle 
and redeem services, I found that many of these small package 
stores and operating centers need to retro-fit their equipment to 
; be able to deal with the new types of bottles that they will 
receive. 

“For this reason, I believe we need some sort of tax credit to 
help these small businesses with the burden of these changes to 
. their redemption machines,” added Dwyer. “I cannot mandate 
that small businesses who have suffered a large brunt of our 
recession spend money on retrofitting when we need them 
spending the money to hire folks.” 

State Rep. Jay Kaufman, whose district includes parts of 
Woburn, Lexington and Arlington, is a strong advocate of the 
enhanced bottle bill, and is one of 83 representatives and state 
senators who signed on to at least one of the legislative updates. 

“When the bottle bill was first implemented, water and juice 
weren’t as big a part of the market as they are now,” said 
Kaufman. “But as we’ve seen those sales increase, it’s become 
a bigger part of the waste stream that we have to deal with.” 

Other local legislators who have signed on to at least one 
version of the bottle bill updates are: Sen. Patricia Jehlen, D- 
Somerville; Sen. Kenneth Donnelly, D-Arlington; Sen. Katherine 
Clark, D-Melrose; Rep. Jason Lewis, D-Winchester, Rep. Paul 
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Brodeur, D-Melrose. 
Bottle Bill 


Implemented on Jan. 1, 1983, the bottle bill (formally the 
“Beverage Container Recovery Law”) called for a 5-cents 
deposit on all containers of beer, malt, carbonated beverages 
and mineral water. The concept was simple - give consumers 
the option of returning their bottles and cans and redeeming 
their deposit rather than throwing them away as trash. 

Exempted from the bottle bill in Massachusetts are contain- 
ers that hold wine, dairy products, natural fruit juices, hard 
liquor, and anything more than two gallons. 

There are currently 10 states that have bottle return bills, 
mostly matching the 5-cents deposit, though Michigan has a 10- 
cents deposit, California has a 5-cents deposit for all beverage 
less than 24 ounces and 10-cents for containers greater than 24 
ounces, and Vermont has a 15-cents deposit for liquor bottles. 
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exempt milk and Maine exempts unprocessed cider. 

The law in Massachusetts has remained largely unchanged 
for the past 27-plus years, except for a shift in 1995, when all 
unredeemed deposits became property of the state. 

According to statistics from the state Department of 
Environmental Protection, the redemption rate was 72.3 per- 
cent as of May 2010. Wholesalers are required to file monthly 
deposit/refund reports with the state Dept. of Revenue. 

Changes to the bottle bill started being proposed in earnest 
in the mid-1990s, and since then several legislative bills have 
been filed. On one side are environmental groups like MassPirg, 
which want the bill expanded to include water bottles and other 
containers, while on the other side was the Massa-chusetts Food 
Association (MFA), which represents the supermarket and gro- 
cery industry. 

The MFA calls the bottle bill “an expensive, ineffectual law” 
that impacts only about 2 percent of the waste stream that is 
returnable bottles and cans. 

Opponents of the bottle bill also point to advances in recy- 

cling, which was practically non-existent three decades ago. If 
the deposit on bottles and cans is removed, consumers can 
throw the containers into their curbside recycling bin. 

House Speaker Robert DeLeo is supportive of the MFA’s posi- 
tion to the point he feels as though an expansion of the bottle 
bill is tantamount to adding a tax, something to which Dwyer 
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“LIMITLESS” is an interesting thriller starring Bradley 
Cooper. It tells the story of Eddie Morra (Cooper) taking a 
revolutionary drug and its repercussions on him. The

“LIMITLESS” 
GRADE: *** 

This interesting thriller 
showcases star Bradley 
Cooper in a role where he 
isn’t recovering from a 
‘Hangover’, and gets to 
share the screen with 
Robert De Niro - and he is 
more than up to the task. 

The storyline revolves 

‘around a pill that unlocks 
our full potential as human 
beings. 

Aspiring author Eddie 
Morra (Cooper) is suffering 
from chronic writer's block, 
but his life changes instant- 
ly when an old friend intro- 
duces him to NZT, a revolu- 
tionary new pharmaceutical 
that allows him to tap his 
full potential. 

With every synapse 
crackling, Eddie can recall 
everything he has ever read, 
seen or heard, learn any 
language in a day, compre- 
hend complex equations and 
beguile anyone he meets - 
as long as he keeps taking 
the untested drug. 

Soon Eddie takes Wall 
Street by storm, parlaying a 


small. stake ,. into, millions.:,; 


His accomplishments catch 
the eye of mega-mogul Carl 
Van Loon (De Niro),who 
invites him to help broker 
the largest merger in corpo- 
rate history. But they also 
bring Eddie to the attention 
of people willing to do any- 
thing to get their hands on 
his stash of NZT. 

With his life in jeopardy 
and the drug's brutal side 
effects grinding him down, 
Eddie dodges mysterious 
stalkers, a vicious gangster 
and an intense police inves- 
tigation as he attempts to 
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hang on to his dwindling 
supply long enough to out- 
wit his enemies. 

The movie plays like a 
message about the dangers 
of addiction, as the effects 
of the drug are very similar 
to that of cocaine. 

But it certainly doesn’t 
get preachy, and in some 
ways celebrates what 
Cooper’s character is able 
to accomplish while under 
its spell. 

This is a drama with a 
science-fiction element to it, 
and the team behind it real- 
izes their audience isn’t 
interested in being preached 
to.

The film is based on a 
book by Berkeley Breathed. 
When the story begins, 
Milo is not happy with his 


. mom, whose by-the-book 


attitude is not appreciated. 
When the Martians abduct 
her in the middle of the 
night, Milo stows away on 
their spaceship to try to get 
her back. 

Once there, he is helped 
by a man who has been hid- 
ing on Mars since he tried to 
save his own mom when she 
was abducted in the 1980s. 
He is also helped by a young 
Martian girl taken with 
Earth culture. 

Younger kids may be 
frightened at times, because 
the trouble that mom and 
son run into can be scary. 
It's exciting for older kids, 
maybe too much excitement 
for toddlers. 


“THE ADJUSTMENT 
BUREAU” 
GRADE: *** 

Strong performances and 
chemistry you can believe 
in by the two leads help 
make ‘The Adjustment 
Bureau’ much more than 
your average science fiction 
thriller. 

The film asks the basic 
question, do we control our 
destiny, or do unseen forces 
manipulate us? Matt 
Damon stars as a man who 
glimpses the future that 
Fate has planned for him 
and realizes he wants some- 
thing else. To get it, he must 
pursue the only woman he’s 
ever loved across, under and 
through the streets of mod- 
ern-day New York. 

On the brink of winning a 
seat in the U.S. Senate, 
ambitious politician David 
Norris (Damon) meets 
beautiful contemporary bal- 
let. dancer Elise Sellas 
(Emily Blunt) - a woman 
like none he’s ever known. 
But just as he realizes he’s 
falling for her, mysterious 
men conspire to keep the 
two apart. David learns he 
is up against the agents of 
Fate itself - the men of the 
mysterious Adjustment 
Bureau - who will do every- 
thing in their considerable 
power to prevent David and 
Elise from being together. 

In the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds, he must either let 
her go and accept a prede- 
termined path, or risk 
everything to defy Fate and 
be with her. The Adjustment 
Bureau is written for the 
screen and directed by 
George Nolfi (writer of 
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Ocean’s Twelve, co-writer of 
The Bourne Ultimatum) 
and is based on a short 
story by Philip K. Dick 
(“Total Recall,” “Minority 
Report” and “Blade 
Runner”). 

You see, a romantic pair- 
ing of David and Elise is not 
part of Fate’s Master Plan, 
so the men in hats (led by 
John Slattery) resort to 
intimidation to keep the two 
apart. Because he is now 
ahead of his intended time 
line, David catches a 
glimpse of the Adjustment 
Bureau at work:- When he 
walks into his office, on a 
romantic high after running 
into Elise, he hardly notices 
his co-workers are frozen 
statues as he heads to tell a 
friend, Charlie (Michael 
Kelly) the news. But Charlie 
is also frozen stiff - turns 
out his brain is being 
worked on by the bureau, a 
group whose work one nor- 
mally never sees. But David 
does, which means he 
receives a _ threat that 
should he ever reveal what 
he’s seen, his memory and 
life will be wiped away. He’s 
told he and Elise are to stay 
apart, but not why that 
must be. The best part 
about the movie The 
Adjustment Bureau is see- 
ing how every little action 
has ripple effects across 
society, as they pertain to 
possible lovers who appear 
mean to fall in love. 

At nearly two hours, the 
film can drag at times, but 
it’s a good sci-fi flick, more 
than you would typically 
expect from this type of 
film, topped off with good 
effects.

Winchester Selectmen leave 


alcohol policy unchanged for diners — 


By RYAN LaROCHE 


WINCHESTER — A year and a half ago the 
Board of Selectmen removed language that 
forced patrons to order food after having two 
drinks. At the request of the Chamber of 
Commerce, language was changed to read “no 
person is to be served alcoholic beverages in 
any seating area whose intention is not to 
dine.” 


Basically, if the patron is going to eat at 
some point, the rule allows for he or she to 
order as many drinks as he or she wants. 


The reason for the rule change had to do 
with families wanting to bring in more restau- 
rants to town. The chamber agreed that more 
restaurants would stimulate activity and 
growth downtown. They first went through 
Town Meeting to get additional liquor licenses, 
then worked to get the rules changed to put 
Winchester more in line with neighboring com- 
munities. 

Last night, board members heard from res- 
idents and business owners about whether the 
new policy worked or if going back to the two- 
drink maximum rule would be better. The 
answer: don’t change. 

Everyone who came before the board said 
they agreed with Town Counsel Wade Welch’s 
report that found of neighboring communities 
most had either no drink limit or relaxed rules. 
Only three towns had Winchester’s old two- 

The more relaxed rules, focusing on intent 
and not putting a limit on the number of drinks 
a person can have, allows for more leeway for 
the manager’s, bartenders and waitstaff who, 
ultimately, are responsible for enforcing the 
policy. 

“The board cannot beheld responsible for 
any violations,” Welch told the selectmen. He 
said both Acting Town Manager MaryEllen 
Lannon and himself are comfortable with the 
current language. 


Others who expressed their appreciation for 
the change made back in 2009 were President 
of the Chamber of Commerce Judy Manzo, 
Philip Fratarolli, whose family own Lucia’s 
Ristorante, and Jim Covino, whose wife, Kim 
Covino, runs the Black Horse Tavern. 

Manzo felt the (newer) language wasn’t too 
weak or too strong. She advocated to keep the 
current language, as, “I’ve heard people in 
‘Boston tell me that Winchester was the place 
to come.” 

The chamber president felt the hearing was 
only being held because “Winchester was a vic- 
tim of its own success.” The increase in restau- 
rant traffic, which she called a major success, 
made a review of the regulations sensible, but 
Manzo felt “a change in language would sent 
the wrong message to businesses. It took 20 
years to loosen the regulations (and) there’s no 
reason to tighten them back up.” 

Feeling almost the exact opposite, 


Selectman Forrest Fontana actually felt the - 
regulations were looser before. Now, the intent 
has to be to dine, whereas before, a patron 
could come in, have two drinks, then leave. 

He said, “A good regulation is defined so : 
there’s no discrepancy. Owners want a line in 
the sand.” 

Selectman Fontana felt the newer language 
might confuse some residents, noting that any - 
vagary could lead to problems. 36 

“I lean toward a definitive statement,” he 
offered. “A two-drink maximum before you = 
have to be served food.” 

The old rule allowed for a person to order 
two drinks then leave, something Welch said 
the town didn’t want. “I feel the new rule is. 
more liberal,” he said, “and it makes it easier 
for bartenders, managers and waitstaff.” 

Covino, part owner of the Black Horse 
Tavern, believed going back to the two-drink = 
maximum could be detrimental. “People might 
go somewhere else to eat, somewhere more 
lax.” 

He felt, as someone in the restaurant busi- : 
ness, that managers and bartenders know - 
when to shut someone off. : 

If every few years the board brings the reg- : 
ulations up for debate, Patrick Ford, who was - 
on the committee that helped change the rule - 
back in 2009, believed it would destroy this : 
great opportunity the town has to bring in and - 
keep business. : 

“It’s been a great success for everyone : 
downtown,” he noted. “It would be a very dan- : 
gerous road to come back every year, year and ‘ 
a half.” \ 


The biggest reason this issue came back up, : 
as Chairman Tom Howley noted, had to do with : 
the rule not being enforced and the board ‘ 
receiving a few comments. As Selectman ' 
Roger Berman pointed out on several occa- / 
sions, people are merely winking at the rule. — 


He said that patrons are staying after clos- 
ing time and some don’t even get offered a 
menu and just order drinks. : 

That was enough for Chairman Howley and - 
the board “to at least look into it.” : 


What they found, according to Welch, was 
that owners liked the rule. They liked some 
structure, and as Fratarolli said, “We know 
we're liable and we worry about it everyday.” 


The board really had two options: modify 
the rules or leave it as it is. They ultimately 
chose, at the request of owners and other resi- 
dents, and on the advice of Town Counsel and 
acting town manager, to leave well enough 
alone. 

Although both Selectman Jim Johnson and 
Selectman Fontana preferred the old language, 
they acquiesced to the requests of the public 
and their fellow selectmen.

Several of the symptoms 
of allergies mimic those of 
the common cold, and aller- 
gies are often mistaken for 
late winter colds. But as 
time spent outdoors with 
flowering plants triggers 
symptoms or inhalation of 


dust from spring cleaning 
induces an attack, the aller- 


gy culprit may become. 


Pollen is one of the main 
contributors to allergies in 
the spring. For many peo- 
ple, pollen is seen as an out- 
side invader to the body and 
its immune system. When 
pollen is inhaled or comes 
in contact with the eyes, the 
immune system triggers a 
response to get rid of the 
foreign substance. Excess 
mucous buildup and tears 
may be generated to wash 
out the pollen. What all of 
this fluid can mean is sinus 
pressure, runny nose, 
watery eyes, and eventually 
cough or congestion from 
fluids running down the 
breathing passages and into 
the lungs. 


As the body prepares to - 


fend off pollen invaders, 
other symptoms may occur. 
Fatigue, aches and pains 
and other flu-like symptoms 
may be present. While bat- 
tling pollen, the immune 
system is in full swing and 
may not be able to fully 
devote attention to other 
invaders, like bacteria and 
viruses. A person with aller- 
gies might be more suscep- 
tible to sickness. 


There really are no cures 
for common allergies, only 
methods to manage the 
symptoms, Individuals with 
strong allergies to pollen 
should avoid spending a lot 
of time outside when pollen 
counts are especially high 
or the wind is blowing 
pollen around. Pollen pre- 
dictions can be obtained 
through the local weather 
report or doing a little 


investigating online. Here 


limit troublesome spring- 
time allergies. 


* Take a shower to wash 
off pollen from hair and 
skin after coming indoors. 


* Launder clothes regu- 
larly. 


* Keep windows and 
doors closed on high pollen 
days. 


* Use a HEPA air filter 
inside of the home. 


* Do not air-dry clothes, 
linens or other items out- 
doors on a clothesline. 


* Consider using a saline 
irrigation spray to improve

* Talk with a doctor 
about the best OTC products 
available for aliergy symp- 
toms. If those are ineffec- 
tive, prescription medica- 
tions may work.

What to know when coming 
home from the hospital 


At some point in a person's life he or she will spend time 
in a hospital and have to transition home after recovery. 
For seniors this is a common occurrence and one that can 
be particularly troublesome. A little planning can make the 
process easier on the patient and the caregiver. 


* Plan early. Learn when the discharge date will be and 
find out what will be needed at home. Talk with hospital 
staff about what equipment can make recovery at home 
easier. A caregiver may get recommendations on nearby 
medical supply stores and other vendors that can provide 
what's needed, such as visiting nurses. 


* Rearrange the home. Certain things at home may need 
to be changed depending on why the person was hospital- 
ized. Individuals with crutches or in a wheelchair may need 
extra space made in the home to travel safely. If the patient 
normally sleeps upstairs, a bed may need to be set up down- 
stairs instead. Ramps may need to be installed over stairs 
as well. 


* Make a list. Keep a list of important phone numbers, 


; including the doctor and the local pharmacy, on a central 


list so that it is easy to contact the person in case of an 
emergency.
